cannot expect build the quicksand 
inadequate public aid! Moreover, rehabilitation serv- 
ices are themselves spotty their coverage. has 
been said that have poliomyelitis, cerebral palsy 
rheumatic fever fortunate circumstances be- 
there are special programs for these diseases. 
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For the mentally retarded the other hand, and 
for variety other conditions, rehabilitation serv- 
ices are meager lacking entirely. Even where pro- 
grams exist, limitations regarding eligibility and 
feasibility frequently prevent comprehensive coverage 
rehabilitation needs. 


HOSPITALS LACK FACILITIES 


With respect institutional care, -was noted 
repeatedly that hospitals, generally speaking, are 
lacking services and facilities for rehabilitation. 
The Laguna Honda Home San Francisco was cited 
critical example lack development proper 
rehabilitation services hospital, due 
lack adequate financing. Certain private agencies 
are fulfilling their traditional role pointing the 
way for public agencies, the employment 
physical therapist the Arthritis and Rheumatism 
Foundation, the addition vocational counsellor 
the staff the San Francisco Heart Association. 
The Garden Hospital San Francisco has recently 
undergone revolution its philosophy and now 
emphasizing rehabilitation services with the purpose 
getting patients back their feet rather than 
accepting the belief that patients must spend the 
remainder their lives bed. 

The modern approaches rehabilitation are costly, 
however, and where the patient unable pay for 
needed services, then the money must found else- 
where. This problem for the whole community. 


HOME CARE REQUIREMENTS 


Much emphasis has been placed home 
adequate home program not easy accom- 
plishment. depends first all the obviously 
simple need for home. This may frequently have 
home, but essential that patient, leaving 
institution, must have some place go. The essential 
requirements home care program include 
minimum the following: (1) complete array 
services, that each individual case may have access 
all the special services needed; (2) continuity 
care between institutional services all types and 
the home care; (3) acceptance over-all respon- 
sibility for the home program one agency 
provide direction the program and coordi- 
nation all services involved. 


EMPLOYMENT 


Work should properly included the full life 
desired for rehabilitated persons, despite the diffi- 
culties which beset the development employment 
opportunities. Obstacles include differential insurance 


premium rates, compensation benefits, outmoded 
concerning the efficiency and competency 
itated persons, well many other factors. 
theless, challenge for the business 
for professional rehabilitation workers, and for 
zens interested the goals rehabilitation 
develop work opportunities for rehabilitated person 
either through regular employment channels 
sheltered workshops. 


COORDINATION AND INTEGRATION 


The need for closer coordination and better inte. 
gration existing services comes forcibly the 
attention whenever the subject rehabilitation 
discussed. Meetings and institutes which bring 
gether representatives all the, disciplines 
together with interested lay persons, help meet 
this need part. They also serve promote clearer 
understanding existing services and what 
lacking. Through such enhanced understanding may 


come the first steps toward solution problems 


and the attainment our newer goals.

Thirty-seven public health bacteriologists were certi- 
fied the department.

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Poliomyelitis California Shows 
Sharp Decline 


present the number poliomyelitis cases re- 
ported weekly declining sharply, only cases hav- 
ing been reported for the week ending December 5th. 
The seasonal peak was reached the week ending 
September 19th, when 199 cases were reported. This 
more than month earlier than the peak week 
1952 and week earlier than the five-year median. 

The estimated annual incidence for the calendar 
year 1953 4,200 cases—a rate per 100,000 
population. The annual incidence poliomyelitis 
this State has remained relatively high level ever 
since the 1948-49. Prior that time, 
year with less than 1,000 cases was not all unusual.

Revised for Hospitals 


After conferring all interested organizations 
the State, the Bureau Hospitals the State 
Department Public Health and the Hospital Ad- 
yisory Board have completed work begun October 
proposed revisions the hospital licensing stand- 
ards contained Title the California Adminis- 
trative Code. The revision was made necessary the 
ereation the new State Building Standards Com- 
mission. This commission will develop the State Build- 
ing Standards Code, portion which will relate 
structural standards for hospitals. 

The present hospital licensing standards contain 
both and operational requirements. The 
revision was undertaken the department and the 
advisory board assist the Building Standards Com- 
mission separating the two types requirements. 
The commission has statutory time limitation under 
which must complete the new Building Standards 
Code and which would make very difficult for them 
able the detailed work necessary extract 
the structural standards from the operational. 

Following tentative separation the two kinds 
standards the departmental staff, the Hospital 
Advisory Board met October 8th and established 
the tentative organization material included 
the revised regulations. Members the Council 
Planning and Plant Operation and the Council 
Administrative Practices the California Hospital 
Association participated this meeting. 


Based the recommendations that came out this 
meeting, copies the proposed regulations were pre- 
pared and sent throughout the State medical, hos- 
pital, architectural, and engineering organizations, 
all county governments, and all state agencies which 
will concerned with the activity the State Build- 
ing Standards Commission, Copies were also dis- 
tributed all hospitals represented the California 
Hospital Association convention Santa Barbara, 
October 29th and 30th, and copies were mailed 
hospitals that were not represented there. The Cali- 
fornia Hospital Association also distributed ques- 
tionnaire requesting specific comment from hospitals 
the content the proposed regulations. 

After receiving the responses these questionnaires 
and meeting committees with engineering organiza- 
tions and the Council Architects, the Hospital 
Advisory Board conducted public hearings the 
proposed regulations Los Angeles November 24, 
and San Francisco, December and 1953.

Federal Fund Reduction Sharply Cuts 
Mental Health Services 


The Mental Health Service the State Depart- 
ment Public Health will discontinue 
important part its program because the re- 
duction federal funds which directly supported 
the service. January 1954, the work the 
mental health consultant will cease. The work the 
chief the service will continue and the mental 
health nursing consultant public health will divide 
her time between the Mental Health Service and 
Bureau Public Health Nursing. 

The mental health consultant, who psychiatric 
social worker trained working with community 
groups, has been carrying educational programs 
communities which have been seeking psychiatric 
clinical services and have been unable, for various 
reasons, get them. Through this consultant’s work 
with citizens these communities and with such 
local professional people health officers, nurses, 
social workers, and probation officers, they have come 
realize that there much they can promote 
mental health besides securing facilities. The 
mental health consultant has also been developing 
teaching groups various counties for the purpose 
helping local people better use the expensive 
services psychiatric clinic when they become 
available. 

This sort educational guidance has been given 
various groups the following counties: Los An- 
geles, Ventura, Santa Barbara, Kern, Tulare, Mon- 
terey, San Joaquin, Santa Cruz, San Mateo, Alameda, 
Contra Costa, Marin, Humboldt, Del Norte, San Luis 
Obispo, and Trinity; and the following cities: Los 
Angeles, San Francisco, Oakland, Richmond, and 
Berkeley.

Fifty complete water purifying units, each capable 
providing chlorinating facilities supply basic 
water needs major cities time emergency 
have been delivered the Sacramento and Pomona 
warehouses the State Office Civil Defense. 

The units, purchased entirely from state funds, will 
turned over full-time city and county health 
departments target, support and potential evacua- 
tion areas, following training programs for local 
health department personnel the use the equip- 
ment. Training will conducted jointly the State 
Office Civil Defense and the State Department 
Public Health. These local health departments will 
responsible for their maintenance and ready ac- 
cessibility case emergency. 

The chlorinating units assure provision for safe 
supplies water for human consumption not only 
the event any enemy attack, but can also 
used after any major natural disaster California. 
Contamination water supplies invariably results 
from floods, earthquakes and similar large-scale catas- 
trophes. 

Each the purifying units consists power- 
driven hypochlorinator. The unit will work off 
source power, but also provided with 
gasoline-powered generator for use when electric 
power sources fail. The unit has heavy-duty chlorine 
injection pump, hoses, mixing barrels and chlorine 
powder. additional water-powered hypochlor- 
inator will included with those units assigned 
near major metropolitan target areas. 

Auxiliary the chlorinating unit separate 
1,000-watt gasoline generator designed for use 
lighting the area which chlorinating taking place. 
However, according priority needs, this generator 
used for lighting first aid stations for 
any other emergency use. Each unit will also include 
black light equipment for checking sewage rodent 
contamination.
